Battle Over Sanity. 

That the murder trial of Fox will 
jevelop into a battle of alienists, with 
‘leading authorittes on mental disor- 
lers taking the stand for both prose- 
eution and defense, was believed prob- 
ably Tuesday. The prosecution has 
not, as yet, made any move, insofar 
as the general public knows, to secure 
“expert witnesses on the question of 
sanity, but it is corisidered practicai- 
ly certain that they will introduce 
alienists of their own in rebuttal if 
the insanity plea is made. 

Dr. Linton Smith, family physician 
for Fox, calied in Dr. N. M. Owensby, 
nerve and mental disorder specialist, 
io direct the examination, and on 
‘Tuesday Dr. Owensby asked Dr. Ed- 
ear D. Shanks, prominent diagnosti- 
cian on mental disorders, for consulta- 
tion. It was as a result of this, it 
is presumed, that the test of the 
-pinal fluid was decided upon, with 
the object of centering the defense 
upon an insanity plea, if the tests 
disclose any mental disorder of Fox. 

May Show Type of Disease.

The latter in- 
cludes the expenses of the Ruhr oc- 
cupation since June, amounting to 
nearly half a billion francs.

Berlin, November 13.—(By the

Tf the bonus does not pass congress 
before the two national conventions 
come in June and July, there is no 
reason to anticipate that the 1924 
conventions will act differently on 
this subject from the 1920 conven- 
tions.

primary schools. This year the At- 
lanta board of education expects to 
expend approximately $100,000 — for 
providing books to the third = and 
fuurth grades. 

“Conseyuently you can see that 
with 600,000 students in the common 
sclool» of the state to be provided 
with textbooks, as against 12,000 in 
the first two vrades of the schools in 
the city of Atlanta which cost $63,- 
O00, this item is considerably larger 
than one would generally suppose, 

and by all means should be careful- 
ly investigated as to costs, means 
of distribution, and how the funds 
are to be raised for the purpose.” 

The resolution provides that the 
commission will conduct its investi- 
gation between now and the conven- 
ing of the legislature next summer at 
which time a written report with 
recommendations is to be submitted 
for consideration of the general as- 
sembly.

Governor Pinchot, in a letter to 3U 
state executives Tuesuay, asked them 
tu meet him in a conference at Har- 
risburg, November 20. 

The governors deliherations. ac- 
cording to the Pinchot pian, wuuld be 
based on investigations that have 
been made of anthracite cval prices. 
Since the settlement of the coal 
strike, Pinchot has outlined a def- 
uite program for nationg! legislation 
end state action. He seeks pract- 
cally nation-wide gubernatorial ap 
proval of this program before it 1s 
placed before the coming session of 


congress. 
Attacks Abuses. 

The ‘governer again attacks alleged 
abuses in the anthracite industry 
and urges that united action by the 
pees and their leader is necessary 
ecause the producers themselves 
have declined to free the industry of 
its evils. 

The governor's letter follows: 

“My Dear Governor: Since the 
coal strike was settled in September, 
1 bave taken up the question of price 
in a series of conferences with the 
inembers of a committee of the op- 
erators. On Friday last, this com- 
mittee finally deciined to recommend 
to the coal industry that it should 
clean its own house of extortion, as 
I have urged it to do. 

“We do not have to prove the ex- 
istence of abuses .a the anthracite 
industry or of erying injustices to 
the customer in extortionate prices. 
These are matters of common know!- 
edge. Kk would have been merely the 
most elementary common sense for 
the committee of operators to take 
these evils in hand. Being the pro- 
dueers of the coal, they have the 
power to do so most effectively. They 
could, if they would, not only give 
the consumer a square deal, but a: 
the same time free their industry of 
the public condemnation which now 
rests upon it. They have decline: to 
de so. Then we must turn else- 
where. 

‘Since the settlement of the coal 
strike an investization of anthracite 
prices has been in prog ess at Har- 
risburg, and has resulted in the out- 
line of a definite plan for national! 
legislation and fer srate action. 

“About 90 per cent of the anthra- 
cite mined in Pennsylvania is burned 
in other states. Therefore, justice 
to the great body of anthracite con- 
sumers must be reached mainly by 
national action. Such action can be 
secured most certainly and effective 
ly if the governors of the anthracite- 
using states will unite in support of 
a single spevific program. 

Will Suggest Prog-am. 

“I am prepared to suhmit a sug- 
gestion for such a program, ahd | am 
asking the governors of the anthra- 
cite-consuming states to met, 
either in person or by representative, 
in the governor's office at Harris- 
burr on Monday, November 26, at

country. Prominent newspapers the 
cuuntry over have commended the 
position taken by tim and business 
men in Chattanooga, Dalton, Rome 
and other cities have formally in- 
dorsed it, urging their congressmen 
to take some actior that will bring 
relief to those who are being put 
‘through the grind of the income 
tax inquisition—and that means 
p-actically to the whole country. 

Mr. Taylor follows his first com- 
munication with another one pub- 
lished on this page in today’s Con- 
stitution, and his second is of no 
less interest than his first. It is 
worth reading not only by every 
business man who has been the vic- 
tim of the system of which Mr. 
Faylor so forcibly complains, put 
by the public generally, for the 
average man who has so far escaped 
the iniquities of this inquisition 
may expect his turr any day.

THE ALTERNATIVE. 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 


has presented a taxatian alternative 
that should put the American people 
to thinking. 

He takes the position that federal 
taxation can be reduced $300,000,- 
000 next year provided congress 
does not enact the soldiers’ bonus. 

Both tax reduction and the sol- 
diers’ bonus are impossible and the 
choice is left to congress. : 

This, unfortunately, means that 


the question will be decided by a 
political juggling process in which 
public sentiment will play a very 
small part. 


More than half of the congress- 
men who voted for the bonus in the 
last session of congress did so in 
the quiet hope that the enactment 
would be vetoed, and in full con- 
sciousness of the fact that the pro- 
posed measure would be an unwar- 
ranted burden on the shoulders of 
the people. 


| President Harding had the cour- 
age to put an end to the grab game, 

There is no reason to believe that 
the new congress will be any more 
courageous than the last, and its ac- 
tion will probably be decided by the 
Same considerations that forced the 
bonus through the last congress. 

The only difference in the situa- 
tion is that now it is the more clear- 
ly understood that the bonus means 
a continuation of the burdensome 
taxes now being levied on the people 
by the federal government, and that 
if it becomes law every man, woman 
and child in the country will be 
penalized for the purpose of a treas- 
ury distribution that will do nobody 
any real good, 

The only hope seems to be that 
President Coolidge will be as cour- 
ageous as his predecessor was. 

The American people are willing 
to spend all the money necessary to 


and wounded of their soldiers of the 
great war, but when it comes to a 
question of continuing a merciless 
tax system, under which the people 
of the country are already stagger- 
ing, for the sole purpose of making 
a nation-wide distribution of federal 
funds to those who are not in need, 
it is time to call a halt! 


SOUND PRINCIPLES. 
Senator Capper, of Kansas, leader 
of the farm bloc in the upper house 
of congress, In a speech just made 
to his home folks, dwelt upon the 
it.creasing prospects for adequate 
home markets for American agrioul- 
tural products, provided these prod- 
ucts are properly balanced. 
Among other things he said: 


“I can see no reason why our fv- 
ture American life can not be boilt 
with both a hig ghjy prosperous agri- 
cultural and industrial life. Certainly 
that is the ideal.” 

These are sound views. The hope 
of the adequacy of home markets 
depends absolutely upon the read- 
justment of commodity production, 
made upon a survey of normal 
home market demand. 

Take Georgia. We import from 
other states more foodstuff than we 
grow. There are stored in the re- 
frigerated warehouses of the Atlan- 
tic Coal and Ice corporation in At- 
lanta today several thousand cases 
of eggs. Without making inquiry 
it is safe to say not one egg was 
produced in Georgia. It is not gen- 
erally known but more than 50 per 
cent of the merchantable flowers, 
such as roses, carnations, chrysan- 
themums, sold by the Atlanta 
florists are imported into Georgia 
from other states. Thousands of 
dollars’ worth of California-grown 
flowers are sold in Atlanta every 
year. 

Certainly, the home markets can 
be made adequate for home produc- 
tion, provided the production will 
be based upon scientific principles 
o° supply and demand. 

Senator Capper is especially 
sound in regard to the interdepen- 
dence of the farmer and the indus- 
trialist, 

Is it not singular, too, that be- 
cause of this interdependence a 
group of men in congress, led by 
a group of so-calle? farmers’ friends 
in the senate, not only oppose Sec- 
retary Mellon’s recommendation for 
a reduction of 50 per cent in the 
present heavy surtax on large in- 
comes, but demand increases and 
the restoration of the excess profits 
taxes? It is the cheapest kind of 
political demagogy, but these very 
men get the ears of farmers, and 
play upon the prejudices of those 
who do not analyze the circum- 
stances. 

To hamper industrial enterprise 
by unnecessarily large levies for 
government uses is to seriofisly re- 
strict the farmers’ much-valued 
home markets. 

This is obvious to everybody, 
and the whole outstanding thought 
of the country ought to concentrate 
behind sound economic principle 
advocated by men of the Borah- 
Capper type instead of the radi-

Legislature Asks Simpler 
U.S. Income Tax Collection 


Introduced by Representative Lee 
Langley, of Floyd county, and with an 
amendment offered by Representative 
McCrory, of Schley, added, the Geor- 
gia house of representatives on Tues- 
day afternoon unanimously adopted a 
resolution calling for simplification 
of the methods used by the federal gov- 
ernment in the collection of its income 
taxes. 

The resolution urges the Jeorgia 
delegation in the national congress t» 
use their influence with the prupe 
authorities at Washington in order 
to secure this desired simplification, 
both in methods used in the collection 
of the tax and in the printed forms 
used for the making out of tax returns 

The amendment by Mr. McCrory 
provides that when returns are mde 
and accepted, they ‘shall be final. This 
he explained, was to stop the prar- 
tice of federal agents in forcing an 
individual or corporation to submit to 
investigation of its tax returns for 
nast years, sometimes as far past as 
four or five years, with the result 
that no one knew whether bis tax 
parments were ended, for any given 
year, or not. 

Mr. Taneley’s resolution also points 
out that the secretary of the trens- 
urvy has recently ateted that the in- 
come tax can be reduced without “m- 
nairing the government revennes, and 


asks that Georgia congressmen either 
support or inaugurate bills for the 
reduction of the income tax schedules 

The resolution in full, as adopted, is 
as follows:

New York’s most famous newspa- 
per editorial executive has been & 
cripple for 30 years.

But they haven't 
a corner on bravery and venture 
that in every line of endeavor one 
finds the same illustrious proto- 
types.

HEALTH TALKS

THE POUR PORES. 

What are those things which peo- 
ple usually call pores and w'iich 80 
often appear enlarged, especially 
about the sides of the nose or over 
the cheeks? 

They are the orifices of the ducts 
or excretory tubes of the sebaceous 
and sweat glands. The sebaceous 
(oil) glands and the sweat glands us- 
ually discharge their excretions or 


secretions through a common open- 
ing; in that same opening, as a rule, 
on skin covere] with hair or down, 
as is the skir of thé whole body ex- 
ce>ting the soles and the paims, is 
the shaft of the hair. The sebum 
(oil) and’ the sweat are poured into 
the well of the hair shaft; they work 
up along the hair shaft out upon the 
surface of th+ skin. 

These openings from which the 
sweat, the sepum and the hair exude 
or emerge upon the surface is absorb- 
ed throug’ them. . They do not open 
nor close unler the influence of vary- 
ing conditions of temperature or bod- 
ily activity. No one with a rudimen- 
tary knowledge of anatomy or physi- 
ology can for a moment entertain 
the absurd not'on of “taking cold” 
because somehody carelessly neglect- 
ed to close his pores before goime 
out to the football game. Nobody 
has ever been eble to prove that any- 
thing—air, water, food or medicine 
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cine, if absorbed, is breathed in 
through the iungs, being volatilized 
by the warmth of the body and in- 
baled. Few food substances, if any, 
can be inhaled—not considering soup. 

The orifices or openings for the 
ducts dppear and really are dilated 
or enlarged when the sebum accum- 
nlates; this state or condition is 
known to physicians as seborrhea, 
an excessive oiliness of the ekin. 
Seborrhea is commonly associated 
with blackheads (comedones) and 
acne (pimples). 

In addition to the oiliness or in 
marked cases the actual greasiness 
of the skin in seborrhea the skin 
has a coarse texture (due to the re- 
laxed or paywons duct orifices) oak 
the complexion is muddy or pasty 
looking. The skin is difficult to keep 
clean because the oi) holds much of 
the dust and grime which would not 
adhere to a normal skin. In some 
cases there are areas of sacaliness, 
fine g) 
these are called sehorrhee 
dermatitis. The bigh polish of some 
denuded domes is attributable to ge- 
borrhea, +» Seborrhea of the scalp in 
persons blessed with a little hatr 
amounts to dandruff. Some persons 
have seborrhes about the _ trunk, 
patches of seborrheic dermatitis, peg- 
haps, on the chest or the back.

; Denies He Took 
Oath of K. K. K. 


Oklahoma City, Okla.. November 
13.—(By the Associated Press.)—De- 
nial that he ever had subscribed to 


the oath of the Ku Klux Klan or 
that he had paid the initiation, fee 
in the secret organization, was made 
here tonight by Governor J. C. Wal- 
ton in a written statement to the 
public. 

The names of 55 members of the 
lower house of the legislature, who 
Governor Walton said were repre- 
sented to him as being members of 
the Ku Klux Klan, were included in 
the statement. 

The executive's statement was in 
reply to the testimony of Dr. W. T. 
Tilly, former cyclops of the Mus- 
kogee, Okla., klan, as made public 
today by investigating committee of 
the lower house. Dr. Tilly was quoted 
as having said that he administered 
the Ku Klux Klan oath to the gov- 
ernor Jast February in the executive 
offices at the state capitol, at which 
time he collected the $10 inembership 
fee from the executive. His testi- 
mony was said to have been corrob- 
orated by Dr. A. B. Davenport, 
state health commissioner and an ad- 
mitted member of the organization, 
who was described as being the only 
witness to the proceedings. 

“I subseribed to no oath in Me 
klan organization.” Governor Wal- 
ton asserted, “and none will be pro- 
duced, nor will it be established that 
such an oath was taken by me or 
its membership fee paid as claimed.” 

Campaign Funds. 

‘The impeachment trial of Governor 
Walton moved forward today through 
a maze of figures. Virtually the en- 
tire day was devoted to a review of 
campaign fund solicitations by Dr. BE. 
I’. Bynum, former adviser to the gov- 
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ernor, and an inyestigation of the 
executives bank account and building | 
and loan stock investments.

soon had the court in an uproar. 

Noisy Demonstration. 

Cross examination precipitated the 
noisiest demonstration of the trial 
when Dr. Bynum was aked if he had 
been removed from the faculty of two 
universities, if he had ever been forced 
to kiss the American flag, and finally 
if he had not been knocked down in 
a local hotel for making pro-German 
remarks. The witness replied in the 
negative to each of the questions. The 
court protested against what they as- 
serted was “unfair questioning.” 
When the question regarding the al- 
leged pro-German statement was put, 
a member of the court demanded to 
know what the questions were de- 
signed to show, and Waren K. Snyder, 
who was conducting the cross exam- 
ination replied. 

“We are trying to show that the 
witness is not loyal to his country, to 
his flag or to his chief, and that in- 
ately he couldn't be straight if he 
wanted to.” 

His words were drowned in a roar 
of objections and his remark was ex- 
punged from the record?

Western Conference athletics would 
be opened to wholesale recruiting by 
the professional sports, Huff said, 
declaring it would put a premium vn 
concealment of professionalism.

This is greater than the total previ- 
ously reached in any complete year 
with the exception of 1922, when the 
output was 1,081,564 tons. If the 
mills maintain the present level of 
production during the last three 
months of the year, the output for 
1923 will be well over 1,250 000 tons,

<2 tons, or practically 90 per cent of 
the totel production. ‘The United 
States is naturally the chief market.

CaptainJackson 
One of Founders 


Of Big Memorial 


eee 


The name of Captain Henry, 
“Harry,” Jackson, Confederate vet- 
eran of four years service before he 
was twenty-one, and for many years 
a prominent Atlanta lawyer, will go 
on a bronze tablet in the great Me- 
morial hall to be quarried out of 
Stone mountain immediately under- 
neath the central group of the great 
Confederate military panorama, 

A “Founders Roll” subscription of 
$1,000 to the memorial was made 
Tuesday by Captain Jackson’s three 
daughters, Mrs. Wilmer L. Moore. 
Mrs. A. J. Orme and Mrs. Shepard 
Bryan. The subscription was made 
without solicitation, as practically 
all “Founders Roll’ subscription have 
been made. 

Captain Jackson was the third of 
his line to Bear the name of Henry 
Jackson. His grandfather of that 
name wae the younger brother and 
adopted son 6f General James Jack- 
son, Revolutionary hero and governor 
of Georgia. His father was General 
Henry R. Jackson, of Savannah, with 
whom Captain Jackson went to Vien- 
na at the age of nine years when 
General Jackson was appointed min- 
ister to Austria. 

Left School To Fight. — 

After a year in that city with his 
father, he was put in school in Eng- 
land and progressed so well.in his 
studies that his father kept him there 
until 1860. The outbréak of the War 
Between the States found him a stu- 
dent in the school of General Rus- 
sell in New Haven, Conn. 

Like many other southern boys, 
Captain Jackson resolved at once 
to enlist. His father remonstrated 
because of his age, only sixteen years, 
but gave his consent when he realized 
that the boy would follow the Confed- 
erate flag to the battle if he had to 
run away to get there. 

Throughout the war Captain Jack- 
son fought in the army of Northern 
Virzinia, ag a lieutenant on the staff 
of his fathér, and later as a captain 
on the staffs of General A. R. Law- 
ton and General Alfred H. Colquitt. 

Author of Legal Work. 

Soon after the surrender he en- 
rolled in the Lumpkin Law schoo] in 
Athens, graduated with honors and 
located in Atlanta, which was then 
still partly in ashes from Sherman's 
invarion. He rose rapidly at the bar, 
become city attorney in 1869, and 
from 1872 to 1882 served with dis- 
tinction as renorter of the supreme 
court of Georgia. during which period 
he comniled and published Jaékson’s 
Index-Digest of supreme court re 
norts, a work representine proditious 
Isbor and embodving an index system 
of b's own invention. 

Returning to the bar fn 1882, Cap- 
tein Jackson built a large and Incra- 
tive prac*ive, and took a prominent 
nert in the civie avd sortal affairs 
of the cite, He died in 1895, at the 
age of fifty years.

All of the Southern railway bonds 
offered by a@ strong banking syndicate 
at the opening of business today were 
taken before noon. 

One of the interesting news develop- 
ments of the day was the statement of 
October foreign trade given out at 
Washington showing merchandfte im- 
ports at $303,000,000 against $255,- 
000,000 for this September and $276,- 
000,000 for October of 1922 with ex- 
ports at $402,000,000 against $3381,- 
000,000 for September and $370,000,- 
000 for October of last year. 

For the ten months imports were 
$3,202,000,000 against $2,527,000,000 
for the same months of 1922 with ex- 
ports $3,342.000,000 against $3,107,- 
000,000. October gold imports were 
$29,858,000 against $20,866,000 a year 
ago and exports $1,.307.000 against

New York, November 13.—Heads 
of two leading moving picture pro- 
duction organizations, Jesse L. Lasky, 
of Famous Players-Lasky corporation, 
and F. J. Godsol; president of Gold- 
wyn Pictures corporation, in state- 
ments. independently issued today, 
urged reduction of production costs 
to better the industry rather than 
curtailment of the number of films. 
as has been suggested, 

“There are too/few leading film 
artists, outstanding directors, conti- 
nuity writers, art directors and others 


for the yearly production of pictures, 
with the result that all producers 
are continually bidding for the same 
people,” Mr. Godsol asserted. ‘*This,” 
he added, “is a problem the individual 
producer can solve only by develop- 
ment of unknown artists and by 
the employment of uncelebrated direc- 
tors on reasonable’ terms.” He ad- 
vocated greater production to reduce 
overhead. 

To increase revenues of both pro- 
ducer and exhibitor, he recommended 
a merger of all booking and distribu- 
tion systems and rental of films on 
a percentage basis. 

“At present,” he said, “there are 
exhibitors in dozens of large con- 
trolled cities getting pictures at-a 
mere fraction of their yalue.” 

Mr. Godsol specifically complained 
against “unnecessary extra time taken 
by directors in the production of their 
pictures.” and said “this is and has 
been difficult to control because of 
the arbitrary attitude assume by the 
director of importance. 


Mr. Lasky. 
from Hollywood, 
of production announced by some 
companies is indicative only of a 
movement to eliminate waste and that 
no step would he taken toward cheap- 
er pictures. Those unproduced, he 
said, are not good enough and should 
be improved.
